, Paris, May 27, 8:25 a. m.—Gen- 
eral Joseph S., Gallieni, former min- 
ister of war, died at Versailles to- 
day. 


The death 
of General Gallieni 


while not unexpected, created a pro- 
found impression as he was idolized 
by the French people, particularly 
the'poor, -who regarded 'him as the 
saviour of Paris during the critical 
days of August, 1914. 
His funeral 


will be the occasion of a notable mil- 
itary and civic demonstration. 


Shortly before his death an oper- 


ation for transfusion of blood was 
performed but it had little 
effect. 


The general was extremely weak and 
was unable to take nourishment. 


His son and'daughter were at his 


bedside. 


Of all the French generals in the 


European war few had a better filled 
life than General Gallieni, who, on 
the outbreak of the great war in Au- 
gust, 1914, was appointed military 
governor of the entrenched camp of 
Paris. Born Of a military family at 
St. Beat, April 24, 1949, 
he 
had 


reached the age for retirement In 
1913, but was maintained In active 
service by decree, the minister of 
war holding that the services he had 
rendered us governor general of 
Madagascar justified an 
exception 


lly made only In favor of gen-' 
erah who have held a supreme com- 
mand in the face of the enemy.' 
» 


In the forty-five years of his mili- 


tary career, Gallieni had participated 
In flbine of the dramatic episodes of 
the war of 1870, explored the upper 
Niger and imposed a French protec- 
torate over the region; pacified the 
colony of Indo-China, deposed Queen 
Ranavalo of Madagascar 
and con- 


quered and developed 
the 
colony. 


Between times he had written four 
notable books on exploration. 


Two years after his graduation 


front the academy at Saint-Cyr in 
1468,* GalHeni received his baptism 
of fire M second lieutenant of marine 
Infantry at Bazeilles. He was at the 
side. of Commandant Lambert who

1. The Association has greatly 


modified religious thought In North 
America because it has succeeded in 
relating 
physical training to the 


ihristian propaganda. 


2. The Association promoted this 


work by securing Christian men for 
a new religious calling, the Christian 
physical directors; this leadership 
was ma<Je scientific as well as Chris- 
tian; principles were outlined, train- 
ing schools were founded, and today 
the Y. M. C. A. is recognized as the 
greatest training agency so far as the 
male physical directorship is con- 
cerned in the world. 
3. In the broad scope of its work 


the Association has always consider- 
ed its obligation to the community as 
well as to its membership, hence 
physical directors became very much 
nterested In the local schools and 
educational Institutions of higher 
earning. 
Soon these institutions 


called for men of Association train- 
ing and ideals and made heavy drafts 
upon Association physical directors 
and colleges to become the perma- 
nent leaders in these institutions, so 
that today in the United States, fully 
70 percent of the physical directors 
n educational institutions are men 
of Association experience or train- 
ing. This includes some of the larg- 
est colleges in the country. The de- 
mand was met, institutions have been 
leld for training of teachers for ele- 
mentary schools, public schools, ath- 
etic leagues and medical examina- 
tions ol school children promoted. 


4. 
A few years ago there arose 


the great interest 
in public play- 
grounds. The Association helped to 
create the interest. In scores of cit- 
ies physical directors gave their ser- 
vices to the community in such work, 
and when men were needed to give 
all their time, the Association fur- 
nished the men. 
5. 
There were no Institutional 


churches in 
America 
where 
the 


physical work was begun in the As- 
sociation. 
As a result of their ex- 


perience such institutional work was 
initiated. 
Both paid and volunteer 


leadership was provided and 
there 


is scarcely a city Y. M. C. A. 
but 


what is furnishing from one to a half 
dozen leaders to the churches for the 
direction of physical activities. 
The 


Sunday School Athletic League is a 
creation of the Association and is or- 
ganized in more than 100 cities and 
these leagues are being organized in- 
to a national movement. 


6. A truly great service to the na- 


tion is the principles the Y. M. C. A. 
maintains for clean and sane sport. 
Through its Athletic League and by 
its own methods it is wresting from 
the administrators 0f athletic 
the 


technicalities and the police system 
that has encumbered athletics for so 
long, and has substituted 
an ama- 


teur platform and an honor system 
that is serving to purify sport to a 
marked degree. 
7. In the rural field an interest- 


ing and important service is being 
furthered. 
Over 300 rural 
public 


schools are .using the Association ef- 
ficiency test. 
A wholesome recre- 


ative and social life has been Intro- 
duced in monotonous communities, 
and an interest developed in health 
and sanitation. A pamphlet on rural 
health and recreation is being writ- 
ten for the United States government. 


8. A few years ago there was lit- 


tle interest in swimming and life- 
saving. - The Association organized 
swimming campaigns, originating a 
method for teaching swimming quick- 
ly. Thousands of men and boys have 
been taught each year and swimming 
is now a part of the policy of prac- 
tically every plant. A life-saving de- 
partment has been established under 
the American Red Cross and Y. M. 
C A. swimming pools made available 
for the organization of life-saving 
corps. 
9. In the navy the Association has 


taught swimming, organized inter- 
ship athletic contests and promoted 
sex education, helping the nation to 
make army and navy lite attractive 
and efficient. 
10. In the realm of industry an 


Increasing amount of service is being 
rendered In shops and factories 
through athletics, health talks and 
factory and shop baseball and basket 
ball leagues. Among miners and 
lumbermen and construction camp 
workers a health industry is being 
promoted that is helping to socialise 
and brighten the relations of 
the 


workers. 
11 
An increasing service Is be- 


ing rendered employes of the mu- 
nicipality. In Greater New York the 
firemen were glveri a daily schedule 
of exercise to keep them fit. 
In 
Philadelphia life-saving was taught 
to 3600 policemen. Scores of cities 
are being served by the Association 
in such capacities.

In these hard utilitarian 
days, 


when merchants are founding schools 
to train their employes, not in book 
learning but in practical efficiency, 
some one should speak up for the 
growing artistic sense in the com- 
mercial 
and mercantile world. A 


certain painter remarked the other 
day to a group of his fellow artists 
that they might get some new ideas 
in art by studying the shop windows 
on Fifth avenue. 
This worker 
in 


oils had seen, doubtless, a series of 
paintings by a 
well-known 
artist,, 


whose work was serving as a unique 
background for the display of spring 
clothes in a show window. Here 
was evident color harmony, a real 
display of talent, and the transport- 
ing sense that accompanies nature- 
portrayal by the brush in the hands 
of a master—all in a show window, 
where the central object of arresting 
attention to the latest modes in la- 
dies' attire 
seemed 
scarcely less 


prominent than the aim of producing 
an artistic effect. 
Through the soft 


foreground of ladies' millinery the 
passer-by catches 
glimpses of men 


plowing in the fields, birds on the 
wing, Pan with his pipes among the 
birches, apple blossoms and rolling 
forest lands. 


In another window in the same es- 


tablishment one perceives, in vista 
effect, a bookshop-library with com- 
fortable chairs and reading places. 
There are well-stocked shelves 
of 


books that instantly remind the book 
lover of the things he is missing, in 
the rush of business life, while the 
walls are covered 
with 
excellent 


prints of familiar library faces, an 
exhibition of Stcven.sonia 
being a 


special feature in one of the win- 
dows. 


The notable 
fact 
in 
connection 


with all this lies not so much in the 
singularity of this display in 
one 


store as in the fact that it points to 
the artistic tendency in hundreds of 
the leading mercantile houses in vir- 
tually all of the large cities in the 
United States. It is a trend we are 
likely to miss because of the very 
environment in which we find it, an 
atmosphere which "we have long been 
accustomed to attribute to and inter- 
pret from the point of view of the 
advertising manager rather than that 
of the artist. 


We may be led to conclude, pos- 


sibly, that one way to the golden 
land of art, In a country of advertis- 
ing par excellence, may be along the 
mundane path trodden by the art 
manager of a merchant prince, who, 
like his far-away distinguished pre- 
decessor, "mixes his 
colors with 


brains." 
Anyhow, that there is an 


evident drift in the direction of a 
new congruity between art and the 
salesroom may be discovered by any 
discerning person who has learned 
that art is not necessarily and always 
connected with the Louvre and the 
Metropolitan Museum. It may be the 
handmaid even of spring clothes.

He returned to Senegal a lieuten- 


ant-colonel and commander-in-chief 
of the region of the 
upper 
Niger 


This exploit also earned for him the 
;old 
medal of the Geographical so- 


lety. He had extended the French 
lominions south, of Senegal as far as 
nglish Gambia. 
Promoted colonel 


a little later he took command of 
he Sixth Marine Infantry at Brest 
and was ordered to Tonkin. He com- 
manded and pacified the second mil- 
tary territory of Indo-China and re- 
urned to France a general. 


His first mission as general was 


o depose Queen Ranavalo of Mada- j 
gascar and pacify and organize that 
newly acquired colony of France. It 
was here he came into close collabo- 
ration with General Joffre, then com- 
nandant, sent to organize the forti- 
fications of the naval base of the 1s- 
and. 


Gallieni was recognized as not only 


he conqueror of Madagascar but as 
the author of its prosperity. At that 
ime (1899) he was the youngest 
jeneral of division in 
the 
French 


irmy. 
He remained there as gov- 


ernor general until 1905, when he 
was appointed inspector of the Afri- 
can troops and the troops of the Pa- 
ific and West Indies. The following 
rear he was promoted commander of 
he 13th army corps and became sub- 
sequently military governor of Ly- 
ons, then commanded the 14th corps 
before taking the chief command of 
the armies of the Alps. 
He was 


called to the superior war council in 
1908. 


On August 27, 1914, with 
the 


Germans threatening Paris, he- was 
given the important post 
of com- 


mander of the entrenched camp and 
military 
governor 
of _Paris. 
The 


question of declaring Paris an open 
town was seriously discussed at that 
time. The departure of the govern- 
ment for Bordeaux created a great 
deal of uneasiness and all those who 
were in the capital at the time recall 
the feeling of relief and revival of 
confidence following the posting of 
Gallieni'a proclamation in which he 
declared: 
"I have received the mis- 


sion of defending Paris against the 
invader; I shall accomplish that mis- 
sion to the end." 


At once his organizing ability and 


energy were shown. 
In a few days 


the city was surrounded by new Held 
fortification*, 
heavy 
artillery 
was 


posted at all vantage points, a com- 
plete system of telephonic and tele- 
graphic communication 
was estab- 


lished around the city. The part he 
played In the battle of the Marne Is 
partly known; how on a 
Sunday, 


while Von Gluck's lightning-like ad- 
vance was progressing he sent 50,000 
men of the troops of the army of 
Parfs, In taxi motor cars, across the 
town, out to the spot where General 
Maunoury was assembling his army 
and brought his forces up to a 
strength that enabled him 
to 
fall 


upon von Kluck's flank protection 
and start the great victory of the 
Marne. 
!

of victory in favor of the French, he 
was appointed minister of war in the 
reconstructed cabinet. 


As war minister General Gallieni 


devoted himself with remarkable en- 
ergy to the elimination of red tape 
in the administration of the army. 
He also dealt with a heavy hand with 
officers 
who 
had 
secured 
posts 


through favoritism or political influ- 
ence. His first act was to forbid civ- 
ilians to write to the generals in the 
field in regard to military matters 
and his next was to 
send 
to 
the 


front a number #f abl« bodied sol- 
diers who were occupying safe bil- 
lets in the rear. Like General Joffre 
he was relentless in forcing the re- 
tirement of old officers whose activi- 
ties or abilities were not equal to 
the demands of the war. By revision 
of the exempt lists he added 80,000 
men to the army. 


In February of thin year General 


Gallieni took over the direction of 
the 
department of aviation, but 


shortly afterwards he was taken 111 
with kidney trouble and was com- 
pelled to resign on March 6. 
Since 


then he haa.be*u fighting a losing 
battle with dfath.'
